Harvey A. Lowry of Allegheny 
County, order'ng all assemblages of miners 
now gathered there to disperse and go to 
their homes 

The miners have divided into three camps 
at the three main divisions of the De Ar- 
mitt pits and are pay‘ng no attention what- 
ever to the Sheriff's notice as far as ob- 
serving ft goes. They have passed resolu- 
tions declaring it an outrage, but have re- 
fused to disperse. 

Two hundred men went to work yesterday 
at Plum Creek, Sandy Creek and Tur'le 
Creek, but by noon most of them had been 
persuaded to quit.

had recourse to castigation. 

There {s a close relationship between morbid religious and morbid sexual excitation 
in certain unstable, nervous persons to be cautiously guarded against. 

A nineteenth century nervous system i8 a dangerous thing to trifle with. Insanity 
of the religious emotional type has been the theme of the most eminent alienists, and 
illustrations of it are found in all our insane asylums. Erotomania and theoman'a 
run closely together.

‘Several Disaffected Leaders Op-

Trouble fs expected at the Wiiderman 
Mine, on the Hlinois Centra) Rallroad, 
south of Belleville, Monday morning. 

The men employed -there stopped work re 
luctantly, and the atrikers had to make 
them a second -@t to induce them to stop 
mining local coal. 

The mine ts owned by the Missouri and 
Tilino!s Coal Co. John Rauth ts the supper. 
Intendent. He has been working hard among 
the meh, telling them they are losing their 


opportunity, offering them advances. and 
threatening that if they do not return to 
work they will never be able to btain em- 
ployment from him again. 

Friday afternoon he received a promise 
from them that they would go to work Mon. 
day morning. About thirty men are em- 
ployed at the mine. 

When they appear at the top Monday to 

go down they will be met by a crowd of 
Belleville strikers. They will try to per- 
suade the men to return home. 
Supt. Rauth will be there. He is unpopu- 
lar with nearly all the strikers. They say 
he is the worst oppressor of labor around 
Belleville. All the conditions wil be favora- 
ble for an outbreak. rs 

There is said to be an understand'ng that 
the men will go to work at several other 
mines at the same time It is known a 
good many were opposed to striking and 
only came out because, scattered as they 
were, they could not stand against the or- 
ganized strikers, 

There are several disaffected leaders who 
are opposed to the strike. They are sald to 
oe ore quietly to concentrate the oppo- 

Since the departure of Bradley with his 
silk hat and jewelry Thursday night, there 
had been no excitement in Belleville until 
the purpose of the Wilderman men was an- 
nounced, 

The Rellef Committee ts hard at work get- 
ting together the sinews for a prolonged 
struggle. Four hundred dollars was con- 
tributed by the merchants of Fast St. Louls 
in a short time Friday on the solicitation 
of Christ Macke of Bellevitie.

It is not 
thought that any of these can survive. The 
lead received the next attention.

CLAIMS HER DOWRY, 


Mrs. Kellerman Seeks to Gain 
Possession of Forgotten 
Property in St. Louis. 


IS VALUED AT OVER $100,000. 


Large Areas of Real Estate in 
Carondelet Now Held Un- 
der Defective Titles. 


A suit to establish a dowry interest in a 
large area of the best located real estate in 
Carondelet will be filed in the Circuit Court 
within the next five days. 

The land affected is described as lots 12 
and 16, 32x130 feet each, on Water street, 
near Broadway; lots 18 and 19, 25x140 feet 
each, on Sixth street near the Iron Mountain 
tracks; bot 73, near Davis street, and lots 
82 and 83 on Davis street. The estimated 
value of this property is $80,000. A block 
40x32 feet in Carondelet Commons, valued in 
the neighborhood of $10,000, and still another 
known as Kellerman’s Row, will also figure 
in the controversy, making the total value 
involved more than $100,000. 

All of this land is a part of the Francis 
Kellerman estate, but has been out of the 
possession of the family since 1859. It has 
had numerous owners and has been highly 
improved. 

Mrs. Marie E. Kellerman, a wealthy widow 


of Colorado Springs, is to be the plaintiff in 
the case. 

Mrs. Kellerman was but 17-years old when 
she married the son and namesake of tne 
rich old Missouri land-owner March 19, 1869. 
In those days this family was accounted 
one of the richest and most influential west 
ef the Ohio. The musty records in the Re- 
corder of Deeds’ office bear testimony to 
the elder Kellerman’s wealth, titles being 
there recorded for nearly the whole of what 
is now Carondelet. 

Through his father the younger Kellerman 
acquired considerable land, all of which, 
with the exception of the Commons prop- 
erty, is now to be involved in legal proceed- 
ings. In-the latter part of 189 the young 
owner disposed of his possessions to varjous 
persons, and directly after the war modved 
to Colorado. The tract described in Caron- 
delt commons he deeded on May 14, 1859, to 
oy oe Brindle, to hold in trust for his girl 


wife. 

The family never returned to Missouri, and 
last year Mr. Kellerman died in Denver, 
leaving a comfortable fortune to his widow, 
who is now & years old. 

The St. Louis property had been entirely 
forgotten, and it is highly probable never 
would have been considered had not one of 
the new owners of a part of the old Keller- 
man estate discovered that the widow’s 
name was not given in the deeds executed 
by her husband to the purchasers, 

Through an attorney last month, Mrs, 
Kellerman was asked to remedy this over- 
sight. The widow communicated with her 
attorneys in this city, Messrs. Blevins and 
O’Brien, and they set about looking up her 
rights in the premises. 

Their labor was finished Friday, the re- 
sult being entirely favorable to their client's 
interests The land had been transferred 
after the marriage, and the absence of 
the wife’s name seriously impairs the titles. 
But three things now have to be estab- 
lished, that Francis Kellerman, Jr., owned 
the land, that he is dead, and that the 
plaintiff is his widow, all of which is borne 
out by cburt records. 

There is also valuable property in Vin- 
cennes, Ind., in which Mrs. Kellerman is 
said to hold a dowry interest. : 

In addition to the fortune her husband 
left her, Mrs. Kellerman has invested heav- 
ily out of her personal funds in the ing 
of Cripples mine, at Cripple Creek, which 
now promises to give “pay dirt’ in large 
quantities. .
